Stephen  R.  Taylor,  former  GSNA  presi¬ 
dent  and  ANA  viee  president,  became 
ANA's  president  at  that  organization’s 
convention  in  Atlanta. 

The  following  information  appeared  in 
Coin  World  on  the  eve  of  his  election: 

Stephen  R.  Taylor  currently  is  vice 
president  of  the  ANA.  He  has  served  as 
chairman  of  the  Club  and  District 
Representatives  Program  and  the  Person¬ 
nel.  Museum.  Insurance  and  Exhibits 
Committees.  He  holds  membership  in  35 
U.S.  and  Canadian  numismatic  organiza¬ 
tions  and  is  a  board  member  of  the  Socie¬ 
ty  of  Paper  Money  Collectors,  Garden 
State  Numismatic  Association  and  Great 
Eastern  Numismatic  Association.  He  is 
chairman  of  the  International  Numismatic 
Fellowship  of  Rotarians,  past  president  of 
GSNA  and  the  Middle  Atlantic 
Numismatic  Associaton,  and  past  viee 
president  of  the  Maryland  State 
Numismatic  Associaton. 

Taylor  is  founder  and  past  president  of 
the  Kent  Coin  Club  of  Dover.  Del.  He  is 
also  past  president  of  the  Milford  (Del.) 
Stamp  and  Coin  Club.  An  active  exhibitor, 
he  has  exhibited  in  32  states  and  4  Cana¬ 
dian  provinces  and  has  received  the  ANA's 
Howland  Wood  Memorial  Award  for  best 
of  show  ( 1978). 

Other  honors  include  MANA's  “Person 
of  the  Year"  (1986).  Numismatic  News’ 
Numismatic  Ambassador  Award  (1979). 
and  “Numismatist  of  the  Year"  awards 
from  MANA  and  the  Kent  Coin  Club.  He 
w'as  named  Pennsylvania’s  Outstanding 
Numismatist  in  1982  and  was  the  recipient 
of  PAN's  first  Farnk  Gasparro  Award. 

He  has  been  a  speaker  at  numerous  pro¬ 
grams  for  young  numismatists,  talking 
about  “Paper  Money  of  the  U.S.  as  a  Hob¬ 
by’’  and  “The  Fun  of  Exhibiting."  His 
talks  have  been  given  in  almost  every  state 
on  the  East  Coast  before  coin  clubs,  school 
groups  and  community  organizations. 

Taylor,  a  native  Delawarean,  retired  in 
1 983  as  a  bank  vice  president  after  36  years 
in  the  field.  He  and  his  wife,  Beulah,  have 
a  son.  a  daughter  and  four  grandchildren. 

Q.  What  will  be  vour  priority  as  presi¬ 
dent  of  the  American  Numismatic 
Association? 

A.  Several  items  come  to  mind  as  requir¬ 


ing  immediate  attention,  but  I  will  limit 
these  to  three  for  the  moment. 

Board  meetings  in  the  past  have  been 
tedious  and  many  times  decisions  made  in 
haste  to  bring  discussions  to  a  conclusion. 
It  is  my  desire  to  have  the  board  spend 
more  time  on  policy  making  and  decisions 
and  eliminate  items  pertaining  to  “daily 
operations’’  which  need  to  be  handled  by 
ANA  Staff  members.  In  addition,  a  great 
deal  of  time  of  the  board  has  been  spent 
on  items  that  could  and  should  be 
deliberated  by  committees  with  final 
reports  and  recommendations  made  to  the 
board  for  their  review'  and  approval. 

Secondly,  as  a  member  of  the  board  of 
governors.  I  have  been  remiss  in  not  know¬ 
ing  that  the  ANA  has  been  operating 
without  any  short  term  or  long  range  goals. 
These  need  to  be  established  immediately 
with  goals  that  are  realistic  and  obtainable. 
President  Schook  has  accepted  the  request 
to  form  this  committee  now'  so  that  the  new 
board  of  governors  may  review  and  act  on- 
these  suggestions  at  their  first  meeting  in 
Atlanta. 

Finally,  members  and  membership  ser¬ 
vices  are  indeed  important  and  require  our 
thoughts  and  programs  for  what  has 
become  a  constant  challenge.  Thousands 
of  collectors  “out  there"  have  never  heard 
of  the  ANA  and  we  need  to  advertise  the 
ANA  in  publications  other  than  the 
numismatic  press,  aimed  particularly  to  the 
younger  group.  Our  organization  has  seen 
the  numbers  of  young  numismatists 
depleted  and  workable  plans  and  programs 
need  to  be  put  into  operation  to  show  these 
young  people  the  many  benefits  of 
membership  in  ANA.  We  also  need  to 
cover  the  period  in  a  young  adult's  life 
from  the  time  they  end  high  school  through 
their  college  years.  This  four-year  absence 
from  numismatics  has  cost  the  hobby  a 
great  deal  of  active  collectors. 

We  certainly  need  to  better  communicate 
with  our  members  as  well  as  the  non  col¬ 
lector.  The  ANA  should  be  represented  at 
every  major  conventin  with  a  traveling 
booth  containing  selections  from  our 
library,  informational  pamphlets,  and 
qualified  personnel  available  to  answer 
questions.  We  need  to  take  the  ANA  to  the 
member  and  non  member  alike,  and  in  so 


doing,  make  the  ANA  more  visible  and 
alert  to  the  collectors’  needs. 

Q.  During  the  last  two  years,  the  ANA 
has  sustained  a  dramatic  drop  in 
operating  revenue  due  to  a  decline  in  the 
number  of  coins  being  submitted  to 
ANACS  for  grading  and  authentication. 
Will  ANA  look  for  new  sources  for 
revenue  or  will  it  opt  to  cut  back  on 
staffing  and  services? 

A.  The  ANA  income  developed  from  the 
ANACS  department  has  declined  over  the 
last  couple  of  years  due  to  increased  com¬ 
petition  in  the  commercial  field  for  iden¬ 
tical  services.  However  I  believe  that  the 
amount  of  income  derived  has  reached  a 
low  and  is  stablized.  In  the  coming  months, 
this  will  gradually  reverse  and  take  a 
steady  climb  as  ANA  provides  better  and 
more  efficient  services  through  the 
ANACS  department. 

Headquarters  staff  and  the  board  of 
governors  have  been  aw  are  of  the  problem 
and  have  been  working  for  several  months 
in  review'ing  new  ideas  and  sources  for  in¬ 
creasing  the  income  of  ANA.  The  revenue 
for  ANA  needs  to  be  more  diversified  in 
the  future  so  that  the  loss  of  income  from 
one  source  will  not  greatly  affect  the 
overall  budget. 

Membership  services  have  not  been  af¬ 
fected  by  this  reduction  in  operating 
revenue  nor  are  any  changes  anticipated. 
It  is  my  hope  that  we  will  be  able  to  im¬ 
prove  on  our  servvices  to  the  membership, 
making  an  ANA  membership  a  bargain  in 
the  hobby.  There  has  been  a  reduction  of 
staff  at  headquarters  and  relocation  of 
some  staff  to  other  departments  w  here  ad¬ 
ditional  help  is  required.  These  steps  have 
been  taken  as  one  measure  of  reducing  the 
overall  expenses  at  headquarters. 

We  are  involved  in  what  has  been  known 
as  the  greatest  hobby  in  the  world.  A  hob¬ 
by  “is  something  a  person  especially  likes 
to  work  or  study  apart  from  his  main 
business’’  and  it  should  be  a  rewarding  ex¬ 
perience.  We  need  to  put  thefun  back  into 
the  hobby  again  and  gain  some  of  the 
rewards  such  as  education  and  fellowship, 
making  it  all  a  worthwhile  and  enjoyable 
experience  in  our  lifetime.

TRENTON  NUMISMATIC  CLUB 

On  Sept.  28th,  the  Trenton  Numismatic 
Club  held  its  annual  Fall  Show  and  Open 
House  at  its  regular  meeting  place,  the 
DAV  Hall,  91]  Arena  Drive.  Hamilton 
Township,  just  off  Rte.  1-295. 

More  than  100  persons  visited  the 
20-dealer  bourse  between  the  hours  of  6:00 
and  10:00  p.m.  that  Monday.  Ron  Coar 
and  David  Grimes  won  prizes  for  their 
exhibits. 

Despite  a  slightly  smaller  turnout  than 
in  previous  years,  dealers  seemed  pleased 
w  ith  their  sales  as  trading  was  brisk.  Some 
dealers  exclaimed  that  they  did  even  bet¬ 
ter  than  at  Parsippany  and  Warrington, 
PA:  two  major  monthly  commercial  shows 
that  meet  on  the  first  and  fourth  Sundays, 
respectively. 

In  addition  to  the  $5.00  gold  liberty  coin 
awarded  as  1st  prize  in  the  raffle,  four 
other  prizes  were  raffled  off  at  the  show 
-  including  a  BU  $1 .00  Constitution  coin. 
A  special  door  prize  wras  also  awarded  to 
those  who  signed  in  the  guest  book  and 
w'ere  still  present  when  the  drawing  took 
place  for  a  1832  Bust  Quarter  in  problem 
free  F/15  grade. 

The  Trenton  Numismatic  Club  meets  on 
the  fourth  Monday  of  each  month. 

Now  that  1-295  and  1-195  have  been 
linked  up.  the  meeting  place  is  easier  to 
reach  than  ever.  Those  coming  from  the 
northwest  or  southwest,  take  1-295  across 
Rte.  I  southeast  to  the  Olden  Ave.  North 
Exit.  Those  coming  from  the  east,  nor¬ 
theast  or  southeast  take  1-195  into  1-295 
and  exith  at  Arena  Drive. 

The  TNC  boasts  the  most  active  bourse 
m  the  state  with  more  than  10  dealers  set¬ 
ting  up  at  each  meeting. 
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Britain  joins  bullion  battle 


In  a  ceremony  in  London  on  Tuesday, 
Oct.  13,  the  British  Royal  Mint  unveiled 
Britain's  new  gold  bullion  coin.  The 
Britannia. 

After  months  of  secrecy  regarding  the 
coin's  reverse  design,  the  standing  figure 
of  an  elegant  and  enlivened  Britannia  was 
revealed. 

Carrying  a  trident,  shield  and  olive 
branch  symbolic  to  Britain's  historic  past, 
the  allegorical  Britannia  appears  very 
much  a  woman  of  the  times  -  her  sense  of 
dignity  combining  with  an  air  of  deffiance 
perhaps  befitting  a  lady  who  first  appeared 
on  the  coins  of  Roman  Britain  more  than 
1800  years  ago. 

Struck  in  22-karat  gold,  the  Britannia 
will  be  legal  tender  in  the  United  Kingdom 
and  is  issued  in  four  denominations  con¬ 
taining  one  ounce,  half  ounce,  quarter 
ounce  and  one-tenth  ounce  of  pure  gold 
alloyed  with  a  small  amount  of  copper. 
The  face  values  are  100.  50.  25  and 

10.  respectively.  In  addition  to  the 
bullion  coins,  an  extremely  limited  number 
of  proof  coins  have  been  authorized  and 
will  be  available  either  singly  or  as  sets. 

Other  than  the  exquisite  frosted  finish  of 
the  proof  coin. only  one  minor  difference 
exists  between  the  reverse  of  the  proof  coin 
and  that  of  the  bullion.  The  name  of 
designer  Philip  Nathan  is  engraved  at  the 
base  of  the  proof  as  P.  Nathan,  while  the 
initial  P.  is  omitted  from  the  bullion  coin. 
Mr.  Nathan's  work  is  well  known  on 
United  Kingdom  coinage  from  his  charm¬ 
ing  portraits  of  Their  Royal  Highnesses 
Prince  Charles  and  Princess  Diana  on  the 
1981  Royal  Wedding  Crown.  His  designs 
have  appeared  on  the  coins  of  various  other 
countries  and  also  on  medals. 

The  obverse  of  the  Britannia  bears  the 
Raphael  Makklouf  effigy  of  Her  Majesty 
Queen  Elizabethll.  in  the  couped  form 
which  has  appeared  on  the  United 
Kingdom  circulating  currency  since 
January  1,  1985.  However,  the  surroun¬ 
ding  inscription  and  border  have  been 
somewhat  modified  to  accommodate  Philip 
Nathan's  distinctive  treatment  of  the 
reverse. 

Commenting  on  the  decision  of  the 
British  Government  to  issue  the  new 
Britannia,  Dr.  Jeremy  Gerhard,  C.B., 
Deputy  Master  and  Chief  Executive  of  the 
British  Royal  Mint,  pointed  out  that  it 
represented  "the  first  major  development 
in  the  gold  coinage  of  the  United  Kingdom 
in  more  than  150  years."  It  is  interesting 
to  note,  as  Dr.  Gerhard  pointed  out,  that 


"until  the  late  1960s  the  U.K.  gold 
sovereign,  which  contains  0.2354  ounces 
of  gold,  was  the  most  widely  held  of  all 
bullion  coins.  The  introduction  of  the 
South  African  Krugerrand  in  1967,  was 
followed  in  more  recent  years  by  other 
coins  containing  one  ounce  of  fine  gold, 
bringing  about  a  change  in  the  gold  bullion 
market.  It  seems  right,  therefore,  that  the 
United  Kingdom,  with  its  much  longer 
history  of  striking  gold  coins  with  inter¬ 
national  appeal,  should  once  again  take  its 
place  in  the  market." 

The  decision  to  strike  the  Britannia  in 
22-karat  gold  has  importance  in  both 
modern  and  historical  terms.  It  was  in 
1526.  during  the  reign  of  King  Henry  VIII. 
that  a  standard  of  916.6  parts  of  pure  gold 
per  1.000  was  introduced  to  mint  the 
"crown  of  the  double  rose."  this  led  to  the 
increasing  use  of  "crown  gold"  as  it 
became  known,  and  to  its  later  adoption 
as  the  British  Royal  Mint's  standard,  as  the 
advantages  of  greater  hardness  and 
durability  became  apparent.  Indeed,  under 
an  Act  of  Parliament  in  1634.  in  the  reign 
of  Charles  II. 22-karat  gold  had  become, 
in  practice,  the  sole  standard  for  British 
gold  coinage,  as  it  has  remained  for  more 
than  350  years.  In  today's  market  place, 
where  the  condition  of  a  bullion  coin  is 
v  ital  to  its  resale  value,  the  advantages  of 
the  harder  22-karat  gold  over  softer 
materials  are  still  just  as  apparent.

Sale  realizes 
$1.3  million 

Stack’s  auction  in  New  York  Sept.  9-1 1 
of  2,080  lots  of  U.S.  coins  and  paper  cur¬ 
rency  from  the  L.S.  Ruder  collection  and 
other  consignors  realized  almost  $1.3 
million,  an  average  price  of  almost  $600 
per  lot. 

With  collectors  taking  most  of  the  coins, 
according  to  Harvey  Stack. some  23  lots 
realized  prices  in  excess  of  $5,000  and 
eight  of  them  went  over  the  $10,000  mark. 

"There  seems  to  be  an  insatiable  interest 
in  Colonial  coins,"  Stack  said.  "When 
you're  dealing  with  them  you  don't  have 
to  worry  about  numbers  or  split  grades. 
The  collector  knows  what  an  extra  fine 
coin  looks  like  and  what  he's  getting." 

There  was  "a  good  buying  public  for 
every  kind  of  material. "  he  continued, 
"for  the  quality  coins,  of  course,  but  also 
medals,  tokens,  paper  money,  proofs  and 
silver  dollars. 

"The  only  parital  exception  would  be 
circulated  gold,  which  brought  average 
prices,  mostly  taken  by  dealers  from  w  here 
it  w  ill  go  to  the  jewelry  trade."  Stack  said. 

The  auction  was  held  in  conjunction  with 
the  eighth  annual  Greater  New  York 
Numismatic  Convention. 

The  wide  range  of  collector  interest  and 
demand  was  shown  in  the  variety  among 
the  lots  that  brought  the  top  bids.  All  prices 
quoted  include  a  10  percent  buyer's  fee. 

The  highest.  $17,600.  went  for  an  1895 
proof  silver  dollar,  described  as  nearly 
choice.  Not  far  behind  were  two  lots  at 
$14,850  each:  A  brilliant  proof  1864-L 
cent  and  an  extremely  rare  1797  half  dollar 
(Overton  101a. Rarity  6)  graded  fine. 

Fourth  in  the  demand  sweepstakes  was 
an  updated  uniface  diplomatic  medal  dating 
from  1890-1891  by  Dupree  (Julian 
CM-15).  a  lead  die  trial  from  the  original 
die  described  as  EF,  but  with  several 
(laws. 

Other  pieces  that  ended  at  five-digit 
numbers  w'ere  a  brilliant  proof  1891  dollar, 
$12,650;  and  1895  brilliant  proof  gold 
double  EAgle,  $1 1 .000;  an  extremely  rare 
AU  1 861  -D  gold  dollar,  $10,175;  and  a 
gem  BU  1854  $3  gold  piece.
